PARIS, March 9 (AP)—Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Macmillan 
began a swing around the capi- 
tals of his major allies today 
in search of a Western policy 
to take into negotlations with 
the Russians. 

Arriving in Paris to confer 
with President De Gaulle, Mac- 
millan said he feels the Rus- 
sians want to negotiate on Ber- 
lin. 

“The Russians accept that 
these immediate problems—— 
Berlin, Germany and so on— 
ought to be settled by negotia- 
tions,” Macmillan said. 

He conceded that there are 
wide differences between the 
West and the Soivets. He said 
in view of this, it is all the 
more important for the West- 
ern Allies to get together ‘“‘to 
confirm our common policy and 
purpose.” 

Macmillan had a long talk 
with Premier Michel Debre. A 


spokesman for the _ British

A war of words raged be- 
tween the Mosul radio and the 
Baghdad radio. The smoke- 
screen of propaganda veiled 
military movements, but 
showed bitterly the antagon- 
isms between leftist followers 
of Kassem and ‘military men 
who lean toward United Arab 
Republic President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser’s brand of Arab na- 
tionalism. 

8 Months After Coup. 

Simmering unrest had brok- 
en into open rebellion less than 
eight months after Kassem led 
the bloody coup that killed 
King Faisal and destroyed his 
pro-Western monarchy July 14, 
1958.

“The government felt that 
the end is near,” the colonel 
said. “That is why it tried, as 
a last measure, to bomb Mosul 
with the few planes whose pi- 
lots are still loyal to the gov- 
ernment. All this proves that 
the government is dying and 
using its last weapon.” 

There were varying reports 
on affairs within Baghdad. A 
report to Beirut said there was 
shooting in Baghdad streets 
vesterday in connection with a 
big pro-Nasser demonstration, 
A traveler reaching Cairo from 
Baghdad said there had been 
both pro-Communist and pro- 
Kassem demonstrations. He 
said the situation in the capi- 
tal was tense. 

A report reaching Beirut 
described the situation in 
Baghdad as dangerous for 
Americans and Europeans. <A 
hotel catering to Europeans 
was reported to have locked 
and barred its doors, keeping 
about 40 persons inside.

“Any bill that fails to deal 
with these three matters would 
be weak and_ ineffective,”

SAN JOSE, March 9 (AP)— 
Soccer fans, angry because of 
a fight between Mexican and 
Costa Rican players, rioted for 
20 minutes yesterday and 
burned three small private 
planes parked on the edge of 
the soccer grounds.

ROMANIA EXPELS 


SRAEL! DIPLOMAT 


VIENNA, March 9 (AP) — 
Romania announced yesterday 
the expulsion of an Israeli dip- 
lomat accused of “activities in- 
compatible with his duties.” 

The move was regarded here 
as a Communist gesture to ap- 
pease Arab anger over large- 
scale emigration of Romanian 
Jews to Israel. 

Despite the ouster, Jewish 
sources said, several hundred 
Jews continue to arrive here 


| daily from Romania bound for 
Israel. 


Bucharest radio said the Ro- 
manian foreign ministry had 
declared Ammon Keren, an at- 
tache of the Israel legation in 
Bucharest, persona non grata 
and ordered him to leave the 
country. 


Israeli sources here had no' 
official comment, but they re- | 
called a Romanian government | 
statement Feb. 25 which ac- | 


cused Israeli’s Bucharest lega- 
tion of “spreading Zionist prop- 
aganda and attempting to de- 
ceive Romanian Jews into re- 
questing permission to emi- 
grate to Israel.” 

This statement also charged 
Israel and “western imperial- 


_ ists’ with exaggerating the Ro- | 


manian Jewish exodus. to 
frighten Arab states. 

The Israeli government has 
denied any territorial ambi- 
tions and accepted the Ro- 
manian government’s statement 
that it is letting Jews depart 
“on humanitarian grounds.” 
Moscow has denied that any 
large-scale exodus of Jews will 
take place from the Soviet 
Union. 

In Damascus yesterday Presi- 
dent Nasser of the United Arab 
Republic accused “‘internation- 
al Zionism” of planning to es- 
tablish an Israeli motherland 
“stretching from the Nile to the 
Euphrates.” 


He told a cheering crowd in | 


front of the state guest palace 


that Arab governments and | 
peoples must close ranks 
against what he called “the 


Israeli threat of expansion at 
the expense of the Arab coun- 
tries.”

WASHINGTON, March 9 
(AP —Thompson Products, Inc., 
a major Cleveland automobile 
equipment firm, was ordered 
yesterday to stop giving auto 
manufacturers price advan- 
tages over Thompson’s own 
wholesalers of repair and re- 
placement parts. 

The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion denied the company’s ap- 
peal from an earlier finding of 
an FTC examiner that the al- 
leged price discrimination vio- 
lated the Robinson - Patman 
anti-trust act and tended to im- 
pair competition. 

The examiner had held that 
lower prices granted to Gen- 
eral Motors, Ford, Chrysler and 
some other makers of original 
automotive equipment were not 
justified by Thompson's lower 
costs in. selling to the motor 
firms. 

The commission concurred in 
the earlier finding that the 
lower prices enabled the man-

yesterday over the bitter de- 
fense objections. 
~The airmen were accused of 
Killing eight civilians and 
Wilinding 16 by bombing and 
stfafing the Cuban village of 
Sagua de Tanamo in Oriente 
evince during the recent re- 
lion. The lower military 
court ha dismissed the charges 
on the ground it could not fix 
individual responsibility fr 
the bombing. 

The tribunal sentenced 19 
pilots to 30 years hard labor, 
10 gunners to 20 years and -4 
mechanics to 2 years. 

The acquittal of two other 
airmen was upheld, but that 
was the verdict asked for them 
by the prosecution in the first 
trial. 

The airmen had _ testified 
they dropped their bombs out- 
side the village and turned in 
false reports to appease their 
commanders. 

Premier Fidel Castro had as- 
sailed their acquittal, saying 
that freeing them would be the 
same as sending help to exiled 
ex-dictator Fulgencio Batista 
The supreme tribunal held that 
a judicial error had been made 
by the lower court. 

War crimes execution con- 
tinued meanwhile. Six ex- 
soldiers, charged with murders 
and other crimes, were shot.

RED SCIENTISTS 
LINK A-TESTS TO 
WEATHER CHANGE 


MOSCOW, March 9 (AP)— 
Two Soviet professors said yes- 
terday in an interview in Izves- 
tia that findings of the Soviet 
lunar rocket indicate nuclear 
weapons tests may be affecting 
weather. 

The two scientists, I. S. Shk- 
lovsky and V. I. Krasovsky, 
cited an article in a British 
magazine Nature in December 
1958, which asserted that the 
tests apparently affect the 
Northern Lights, and added: 
“It cannot be excluded that 


the Northern Lights have been | 


shifted by artificial factors.” 

The scientists asserted their 
calculations from data they 
said were radioed back from 
the Soviet lunar rocket bore 
out their theory that the 
Northern Lights are showing 
up in southern latitudes be- 
cause of high altitude bursts 
of weapons by the United 
States in Nevada and the South 
Pacific. 


(Apparently they did not 
mention the numerous Soviet 


tests at high altitudes which another 


might presumably have equal 
effect. It has been a popular 
theory almost everywhere that 
nuclear tests are changing the 
weather. Scient’sts have gen- 
erally discounted such sug- 
gestions.)

Republican members coun- 
tered with a charge that the 
Democrats put a “partisan po- 
litical tone” on their comments 
on President Eisenhower's 
1959 economic report. They 
called the Democratic findings 
“cursory and confused 
cloudy and unclear.” . 

The sharply conflicting views 
were based on 11 days of hear- 
ings held by thejoint commit- 
tee in January and February, 
plus staff studies. They were 
made public amid these other 
developments:

Douglas’s Contention, 

Chairman Paul H. Douglas 
of illinois and the nine other 
Democrats on the Congression- 

al Economic Committee said 
“principal emphasis in public 
policy this year should be 
placed on prompt and full re- 
covery from the 1957-58 re- 
cession.” 

Douglas and his fellow Dem- 
ocrats called for tax reforms, 
Jucluding repeal of ‘“‘a number 
of specific excise taxes which 
ara wartime holdovers, regres- 
sive in nature.” 

The six Republican members 
backed the President's bal- 
aneed budget demands. They 
said the Democrats were 
“vague and inconslusive” in 
their call for more federal ac- 
tian on slum clearance, aid to 
d@pressed areas, help for farm- 
ers and natural resources de- 
vélopment. 

The criticism of the Eisen- 
hower budget by Democratic 
economic advisers was report- 
ed by Dr. John Kenneth Gal- 
braith, Harvard economist who 
presided over a meeting of the 
economic policy committee of 
the Democratic Advisory Coun- 
cil. Twenty-two of the com- 
mittee members attended. 

“There was a great deal of 
concern about the stubborn 
core of unemployment which is 
impressing the Administration 
not a bit,” he told a news con- 
ference after the closed-door 
meeting. 

He said unemployment was 
running close to 5,000,000 and 
not showing any sign of drop- 
ping. The Administration, he 
said, was “completely indif- 
ferent” to the situation. 

Democrats Prefer Deficit. 
“We would accept a deficit as 

preferable to unemployment,” 
he said. ‘“‘The time to balance 
it (the budget) is when people 
have a chance for jobs.” 

He said the group felt that 
now “is certainly not the time 
to tighten interest rates” as 
was done last week when four 
Federal Reserve banks were 
authorized to increase discount 
rates. One effect of higher 
rates, he said, would be to cur- 
tail state and local construc- 
tion of public works projects. 

Galbraith said the committee 
also thought that the emer- 
gency unemployment benefit 
program, expiring April 1, must 
be extended. 

Three Democratic Senators 
announced vesterday they 
plan to introduce a bill to ex- 
tend and expand the emergency 
federal unemployment com- 
pensation program passed in 
the peak of the recession.

POTATOES certainly deserve 
special mention, since they are 
America’s most frequently 
served vegetables.

GROWTH COMPLEX U.S. PROBLEM 


By J. A. Livingston 


In the postwar cold war, one of America’s greatest vic- 


tories was won right here at home. 


This victory ranks with 


the Marshall Plan in propping up the ailing economies of 
Italy, France and other western European countries against 


the political assaults of Communist leaders. 


It ranks with 


the successful defense of Korea and the hold-fast policy of 


Quemoy. 

This strategic victory is the 
repulse of recessions—in 1948- 
49, in 1953-54, and just recently. 
It is proof to the world that 
the American system works, 
that it is not inherently un- 
stable. 

The other day, perchance and 
unexpectedly, I ran into one of 
the leaders of the American 
Communist Party. As soon as 
he learned that I was a writer 
on economics and business, he 
said portentously: “This coun- 
try is heading into a great bust 
—a grand depression.” 

The Doom Tom-Toms. 

I pointed out that that has 
been a Soviet theme song since 
the end of the war. I noted 
that. Eugene Varga, Stalin’s pet 
economist, had predicted an 
American catastrophe at the 
end of World War II. I noted 
that each time we've had a 
business decline, Soviet econo- 
mists beat the doom tom-toms. 

Yet, never did the dire 
doom come. The last decline, 
though deeper than the two 
previous ones, lasted only 
eight months, as against 13 
months for the 1953-54 enn- 
traction and 11 months for 
the 1948-49 drop. 

Compared with recessions in 
the past, the postwar recessions 
have been mild, averaging 10 
months. From 1899 to 1945, the 
declines averaged 19 months. 
Even more discomfiting to So- 
viet propagandists is that the 
periods of expansion, of pros- 
perity, have lengthened. The 
postwar average is 39 months 
as against 31 months from 1899 
to 1945. 

But now that we have es- 
tablished that our system 
works, the Marxists have an- 
other propaganda point. Pre- 
mier Khrushchev boasts that 
by 1970 Soviet output will “‘ad- 
vance to first place in the 
world, both in absolute volume 
of industrial output and in per 
capita production. This will 
mark the history-making vic- 
tory of socialism in peaceful 
competition with capitalism in 
the world arena.” This is his 
refined way of saying, “We will 
bury vou.” 

Yes, We Have Slack. 

Result: At a hearing before 
the Joint Economic Commit- 
tee, Richard V. Gilbert, chief 
OPA economist during World 
War II, deflected an entire 
session from the question of 
growth and stability to fear 
of Soviet expansion by declar- 
ing that “‘Russian rates of over- 
all economic growth and of in- 
dustria] production are more 
than double our own and in

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making depends are three or 
four times our own.” America- 
isn’t-growing-fast-enough has 
become a common phobia. 

Yet, a nation’s economy can't 
always run at top-speed any 
more than does a mile runner. 
Economics is an eternity, not 
a 60-yard dash. 

Sure, we could produce more. 
The government could order 
500,000 automobiles it doesn’t 
need from the Detroit factories. 
It could buy textiles, stockpile 
lead, and issue orders to the 
machine tool industry. It could 
fill freight cars with sand and 
shunt them back and forth 
across the country to create 
activity. It could force com- 
panies to work overtime. But 
would that be growth? 

Or we could build schools, 
highways, low-cost housing — 
projects which appeal to com- 


mon sense. which fill an ob- 
vious social need. But would 
additional schools and _ roads 


help Detroit? Would they gen- 
erate a demand for machine 
tools? Moreover, how would 
they be paid for? 

Who Would Decide? 

We talk of this as a free- 
choice economy. People—con- 
sumers—buy what they want. 
The government doesn’t dic- 
tate how much of what shall 
be made and at what price, as 
in the Soviet Union. 

When the federal govern- 
ment runs in the red, it 
means that we, the people, 
are buying things that we, 
the taxpayers, aren’t paving 
for. In New York State, 
Governor Rockefeller is hav- 
ing a hard time selling his 
new tax program. The State 
of Michigan ran out of 
money and had to ask cor- 
porations to pay taxes in 
advance. These are evi- 
dences of inability or un- 
willingness to pay. 

Certainly, we could use more 

schools, roads, hospitals, etc. 
Plenty of teenagers would wel- 
come more automobiles. Plenty 
of families would welcome sec- 
ond cars. Our problem is to 
decide what we want, what we 
are willing to pay for. 

We've won one victory in the 


postwar period — preventing 
deep depressions. We cant 
speed our growth, reduce 


hours of work, raise wages, 
expand defense outlays, and 
maintain stable prices, all at 


once. In the Soviet Union, 
Khrushchev would decide 
what’s what, but here... We 


don’t want to win one victory 
only to lose a greater one— 
our system.

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President Lets Congress Know 
He Feels He Needs No Money 


For Forces to Deal With Berlin 


Leaders tapieeant With Nith His Reassur- 
ances But Many Feel He Is Putting 
Domestic Budget Ahead of Essential 
Defense Expenditures.

deal with it. 
This is the substance of two 


meetings ne held Friday with | 


the Congressional political 
leaders of both parties and the 


chairmen and ranking members 
of the Foreign and Military | 
Affairs Committees of the 
Senate and the House of Rep-| 
resentatives. 

In both of these meetings— 


political leaders of both the 
executive and _ legislative 
branches of the Government 
and the other in the evening 
with the military and foreign 
affairs leaders of Congress— 
there was unanimous agree- 
ment on the principle that the 
United States could make war, 
if necessary, rather than be 
forced out of Berlin by the 
Soviet Union. 

On the question of how this 
principle was .to be defended, 
however, a fundamental differ- 
ence developed. The President 
expressed the opinion that he 
had the forces—atomic, ther- 
monuclear and conventional — 
to deal with the crisis. Some of 
the Congressional leaders sug- 
gested that it was imperative 
to increase both conventionai 
forces and atomic-warhead mis- 
siles to deal with it. 

Big Question Unanswered. 

The meetings ended with 
everyone supporting the Presi- 
dent on the objective of mak- 
ing clear to Moscow that the 
United States is united in its 
determination to oppose any 
Communist conquest of Berlin, 
but with everyone quiet on one 
of the most basic foreign-policy 
questions of the entire Eisen- 
hower administration. 

This was whether the main 
decision before the nation now 
was to balance the nation’s 
conventional and nuclear forces 
with its political commitment 
to defend Berlin —if possible 
without atomic war—or to bal- 
ance the budget on the Presi- 
dent's assumption that he al- 
ready had, on hand or in pros- 
pect, enough forces to do the 
job. 

One of the interesting para- 
doxes of these two meetings 
was that the congressional 
leaders were unanimous in 
their testimony that the Pres- 
ident was more alert, better 
informed and more articulate 
and confident than they had 
seen him since before his heart 
attack in September 1955. 

Yet they felt that he was so 
preoccupied with balancing the 
budget that he was prepared 
to dismiss their suggestions 
that it was more necessary to 
increase both atomic and con- 
ventional forces. 

He Sees No Necessity. 

The President did not sug- 
gest that “balancing the budg- 
et’. was more important than 
balancing military forces to 
political commitments—that is, 
seeing to it that the nation had 
enough atomic and convention- 


al forces to carry out the polit- | 


ical commitments to defend 
Berlin. 

Indeed, he said he would not 
hesitate to unbalance the budg- 
et if necessary to provide the 
forces—conventional as well as 
missile—to defend Berlin. But 
he insisted that he had asked 
Congress for enough to do the 
job and did not feel that he 
should ask for more at this 
time, even though this implied 
a genuine risk of atomic war. 

This issue was argued out 
more in the second meeting 
with the President than in the 
first. The first, in the morning, 
was between the President and 
his principal foreign policy and 
defense aids on the one hand 
and. on the other, the political 
leaders of both parties on 
Capitol Hill. 

These were. Sam Rayburn, 
Speaker of the House, and 
Charles A. Halleck of Indiana. 
House Republican leader; and 
the Democratic leader of the 
Senate, Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, and the Senate Repub- 
lican leader, Everett M. Dirk- 
sen of Illinois. 

Leaders Are Reassured. 

In this meeting as in the sec- 
ond, the leaders agreed with 
the President that the Com- 
munists had confronted the 
United States with a question 
of national security and honor, 
and asked him a simple ques- 
tion: Are you sure that you 
have asked Congress for every- 
thing necessary to redeem our 
commitment to defend our 
rights in Berlin against any 


Communist political or military 


maneuver? 

The President replied that 
he was.

Taxing Insurance 


If the new life insurance com- 
pany tax bill submitted to the 
House of Representatives by the 
Ways and Means Committee be- 
comes law in its present form, it 
will result in a tax of approxi- 
mately $7,163,000 to my company. 

In a mutual company, this is a 
tax which falls directly upon the 
policyholders. Mutual companies 
are purely co-operative non-profit 
institutions. In a real, although 
not a strictly legal sense, they act 
as corporate trustees for their 
policyholders. Any tax levied 
upon them bears directly and im- 
mediately upon the policyholders, 
and is essentially a personal tax 
on their savings collected through 
the corporation. 

It is burdensome and unjust for 
the following reasons: 

1. In effect it taxes policyhold- 
ers on the amount defined as tax- 
able net income at the corporate 
rate of 52 per cent. 

2. The federal tax fails to make 
allowances for heavy state taxes 
which in themselves are a burden 
upon policyholders. 

3. The net result is that life in- 
surance is already taxed about 
three times as heavily as other 
forms of savings and the proposed 
increase substantially adds to the 
existing discrimination. 

4. The tax falls with greatest 
severity upon companies which 
take extra precautions for the 
safety of policyholders. 

5. The tax impairs the effec- 
tiveness of life insurance as a 
force for economic stability by de- 
pleting the amounts available for 
investment by life companies in 
American industry. 

6. It discourages the efforts of 
individuals to provide for the se- 
curity of their own families.

Two Centuries Ago 


The imminence of the 200th an- 
niversary of the founding of St. 
Louis may be counted on to 
heighten interest in the history 
of our early days.

Fulton, Columbia, Moberly 


The power deal at Fulton State Hospital, 
which is under legislative investigation be- 
cause of circumstances strongly suggesting 
favoritism to a former law client of Gov. 
Blair's, is being repeated in what appears to 
be still cruder form at the proposed new state 
prison at Moberly. 

James D. Carter, director of the Depart- 
ment of Corrections, confirms that Missouri 
Power & Light Co., which was the recipient 
of the questionable Fulton award, was invited 
by him to enter into discussions toward a con- 
tract at Moberly. Its competitor, the Macon 
Electric Co-operative, says the matter has 
never been discussed with it. At Fulton, the 
Callaway Electric Co-operative and the Fulton 
city system, both potential competitors of 
Missouri Power, said they were kept in the 
dark, too. 

At Columbia, Gov. Blair opposes an appro- 
priation for an addition to the power plant 
at the University of Missouri—a policy which 
might force that institution into a deal with 
Missouri Power & Light. University officials 
strongly recommended the addition, citing 
large economies. 

Do these developments at Fulton, Columbia 
and Moberly show an emerging pattern of the 
tracks being greased by the Blair Administra- 
tion for Missouri Power & Light Co. to take 
over contract after contract at state institu- 
tions, without competitive bids? 

That is for thoroughgoing investigation to 
determine. The growing duty of the House 
investigating committee headed by Repre- 
sentative Costello of Kansas City lies plainly 
and forcefully before it. 

In the committee’s investigatory progress 
thus far, Missouri Power & Light President 
Davis Benning has given a far from satisfac- 
tory accounting. Mr. Benning declares the 
contract was negotiated “at arm’s length.”

Blair while 
the two prospective competitors for the con- 
tract were, they assert, kept in the dark. 

Nor does the Missouri Power & Light presi- 
dent say why officials of his company have 
talked with the Governor, rather than with 
agents of the State Government who usu- 


ally handle such details, about getting busi- 
ness at the University of Missouri or other 
state institutions. That the company has its 
eye on a much broader field is evident. 


The economy of reusing, for heating, the 
same steam that is used to generate electric 
power—a frugality practiced both at Fulton 
State Hospital and at the University—is warm- 
ly attested by Mr. Benning. But he does not 
explain why his company drew a provision in 
the Fulton contract which could easily have 
the effect of requiring the hospital to give up 
its generating plant after the machinery now 
in use wears out, thus losing the benefit of 
dual steam-use economy. 

In bringing up the tax angle, the Missouri 
Power president presents possibly the most 
remarkable logic of all. He contends that 
the taxes which his company would pay to the 
state should be considered in determining 
whose prices are lowest. On the same prin- 
ciple any Missouri company which sold office 
furniture or other supplies to the State would 
be entitled to charge more than an out-of- 
state company because it paid state and local 
taxes. Missouri Power & Light’s taxes are 
no more relevant to its bid than are the 
taxes of any other business concern. 


All this testimony is on the secondary 
question of whether the contract is the most 
favorable the State could have made. The 
primary question before the investigating 
committee is the manner in which the con- 
tract was arrived at. Still among the unsolved 
mysteries of this piece of business are the 
reasons why Gov. Blair hastened to cancel 
the contract the moment it came under inves- 
tigation, and why Missouri Power & Light, 
under the same circumstances, was so agree- 
able to relinquishing, without damages or de- 
mur, what had obviously become a valuable 
asset of its stockholders. 


Are the power needs of Fulton State Hos- 
pital and the University and other state in- 
stitutions being handled so as to give the 
taxpayers of Missouri the most for their 
money, or so as to give Missouri Power & 
Light the most business? That is the basic 
question to which the Costello investigating 
committee has yet to find the answer. 


Dissent Within the Bar 


For the second time in some 18 months a 
president of the American Bar Association 
has found it necessary to speak up in defense 
of the Supreme Court and in doing so to 
differ from a position taken by a committee 
of the A.B.A. We refer to statements by Ross 
L. Malone Jr. of Roswell, N.M., last Friday 
and one of his immediate predecessors, 
Charles S. Rhyne of Washington, in Septem- 
ber 1957. 

Taking notice of the approval by the Bar 
Association’s House of Delegates of a report 
calling for laws to overturn certain Supreme 
Court decisions, Mr. Malone told a CBS radio 
audience that the report “contained state- 
ments which I would not personally have sub- 
scribed to had I been a member of the com- 
mittee.”’ 

The committee, headed by Peter Campbell 
Brown of New York, plainly expressed its 
disagreement with the Watkins decision, writ- 
ten by Chief Justice Warren, by calling on 
the House of Representatives to authorize the 


- House Un-American Activities Committee to 


continue its inquisitorial activity. 

At the London meeting of the A.B.A., in 
July 1957, a committee headed by former 
Senator Herbert R. O’Conor of Maryland 
urged Congress to enact legislation “to over- 
come the effect of Supreme Court decisions” 
under the chief justiceship of Earl Warren. 
This report gave impetus to the Jenner bill. 
Mr. Rhyne, then president of the AB.A., 
urged lawyers to “speak up” in the Supreme 
Court’s defense. He rightly said that much 
of the criticism was “irresponsible” to the 
point of “downright personal and insulting 
vilification.” 

A rousing hand for Ross Malone and 
Charles Rhyne.

Off Ambrose in the Fog 


Out of the thick fog off Ambrose Lightship 
in the center of the busy entrance to New 
York harbor, a liner and a tanker, both radar 
equipped, came together in collision a week 
ago Sunday. Foghorn, radar and eyes of man 
were to no avail. A Coast Guard Board of In- 
vestigation is attempting to establish how the 
accident occurred, who was responsible and 
what can be done to guard against similar 
occurrences. 

Remarkably, no one was killed or injured 
as the 23,000-ton American luxury liner 
Constitution (with no passengers aboard) 
smashed into the Norwegian tanker, Jalanta, 
cutting off 135 feet of her bow. The skipper 
of the Constitution testified that in visibility 
of one-fourth to one-half mile, his radar de- 
tected the approaching Jalanta seven and one- 
half miles away. But he lost the tanker’s 
image on the scope at two miles because of 
“sea return,” a confusion on the radar scope 
caused by wave reflection. : 

The captain said he first had a direct sight 
of the tanker a quarter of a mile away and a 
minute before the collision. A minute be- 
fore sighting the tanker, he had reduced the 
liner’s speed from 16 knots to 12 knots. He 
could not, he said, stop his ship in half the 
visible distance between the two vessels. The 
Norwegian tanker’s watch officer testified 
that his ship was “dead in the water” at the 
time of the collision. While a 15-year-old lad 
was at the helm, he was a trained seaman 
taking orders from the captain. 

Where and at what point did men—or 
mechanism—fail? The Rules of the Road, 
which date from 1863 with some modifica- 
tions, are regarded by the seafarers and 
courts of the world as quite sufficient for 
preventing collisions. They call for moderate 
speed in conditions of poor visibility, moder- 
ate speed being defined as a speed enabling 
a ship to stop within half the distance between 
it and another vessel. Yet collisions do occur 
despite the probing fingers that electronics 
have given the mariner. Radar, marine \ex- 
perts have said, has limitations and the Mili- 
tary Sea Transport Service warned its offi- 
cers in 1957 against overdependence on this 
device. The case of the Constitution and the 
‘Jalanta may serve, as did that of the Andrea 
Doria and the Stockholm off Nantucket Light- 
ship in June, 1956, as a warning. Too many 
ships disobey the rules against going too fast 
in poor visibility. As experienced mariners 
have often said, a collision can usually be 


avoided if just one of the ships involved takes 
the proper precaution early enough. The Coast 
Guard board has a difficult task before it. 


Smear in the 28th Ward 

Smear tactics have been employed in the 
three-way contest for the Democratic alder- 
manic nomination in State Senator Hilsman’s 
Twenty-eighth Ward. The target is Lou Paul, 
a school teacher who has been active in the 
West End Community Conference’s efforts to 
improve and protect neighborhood amenities. 
It is falsely charged that he is backed by 
persons known to be Communists’ associates. 
The anti-Paul smear evidently is intended 
to benefit Charles J. Hunt, the Hilsman or- 
ganization’s hand-picked candidate. Mr. Paul 
by education and experience is infinitely 
more qualified for public service than Mr. 
Hunt, a ward hack since the early 1930s. The 
third candidate in the race is Bruce Nangle, 
a young attorney and son of Circuit Judge 
James F. Nangle. Bruce Nangle has had no 
connection with the vicious name-calling. 


Hope for County Schools 


The Shepherd bill to equalize the school tax 
burden in St. Louis county gives that area’s 
12-member legislative delegation a chance to 
solve what is. clearly the county’s No. 1 
problem. 

Drafted along lines suggested by the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Survey, the Frontenac Re- 
publican’s measure would establish a uniform 
school tax throughout the county to guaran- 
tee a minimum expenditure per pupil. The 
average school operating tax in the county 
now is $2.54. If it were applied county-wide 
under the Shepherd bill’s formula, every 
child would be assured of $368 being avail- 
able to support his education. Only 11 of 
the 29 districts now can afford as much. 

In addition to assuring equal educational 
opportunities, the measure also paves the way 
for an orderly development of the county. 
With all the county’s children sharing in the 
total county tax base, children no longer 
would have to live within the shadow of in- 
dustry to benefit from it. 

There would be substantial benefits for the 
county’s wealthier districts, too. For one 
thing, they would share in the future indus- 
trialization of the county’s fringes, such as 
in the Columbia Bottoms area or along the 
Meramec in the vicinity of the new Plymouth 
plant. 

Saner school taxes also might make the 
majority of voters more amenable to approv- 
ing efforts to improve and expand police and 
other county services to keep abreast of the 
growing needs of a rapidly growing popula- 
tion. 

No local bill now pending in the legislature 
would do more for St. Louis county as a whole 
than the Shepherd bill on schools. It deserves 
bipartisan support. 


Dose of Reason for Mr. Blassie 


Nicholas M. Blassie, the autocratic presi- 
dent of Meat Cutters Local 88, has been fight- 
ing the medical staff of his five-months-old 
Medical Institute for more than two months 
now, with no visible hopes of settlement, since 
he refuses to submit the differences to arbi- 
tration as the doctors have asked. Just what 
possible alternative can Mr. Blassie see, and 
what does he expect to gain by holding out 
for it? Meanwhile, the Meat Cutters Medical 
Institute is getting a black eye, and we cannot 
imagine that its functioning is improved by 
the running controversy. 

Dr. Cyril Costello, deposed chief of staff, 
says Mr. Blassie interfered in ‘“‘strictly profes- 
sional matters having to do with the quality 
of medical care and the doctor-patient rela- 
tionship.” Dr. Jack Barrow, who is tempo- 
rarily acting as chief of staff, says disputes 
between the medical staff and the board of 
trustees are obviously going to arise and some 
plan must be worked out for settling them. 
Mr. Blassie offers neither defense nor 
explanation. 

We do not expect the medical profession 
is going to find Nick Blassie the most sweetly 
reasonable of men to work with. But we do 


expect Mr. Blassie is going to find that he 


will have to learn to respect the independence 
of medical men in medical matters if he is to 
have a Medical Institute worthy of the name.

REA Fights a Power Grab 


When the State of Missouri got 
ready to let a contract for electric 
service at the new Geriatrics Center 
at State Hospital No. 1 at Fulton, the 
Callaway Electric Co-operative 
should have been invited to bid.

In the short time It had to make a 
study, the co-op submitted a pro- 
posal. At the same time it asked for 
more information. 

When none was _ forthcoming, 
James McClanahan, Callaway’s man- 
ager, called on the Governor. The 
only information he got was the lo- 
cation of the office of C. Rouss Gal- 
lop, the director of Public Health

SCIENCE IN A TAVERN, by Charles 
S. Slichter. (University of Wiceede

This paperback book {fs a collec- 
tion of “Essays and Diversions on 
Science in the Making” which were 
written between 1921 and 1937. 


The “Diversions” begin in the 17th 
and 18th Centuries in England when 
British beefeaters and beerdrinkers 
got themselves together on Thurs- 
days at “Mitre Tavern in Fleet 
Street over against Fetter Lane” to 
exchange ideas and soon evolve into 
the Royal Philosophical Society. 

Science takes upon itself the form 
of an academic discipline but not 
without a struggle. Specialization 
sets in. Society gobbles the bait of 
scientific methololeny and finance 
and industry climb on the band- 
wagon. Then theory races almost be- 
yond the practical horizon and engi- 
neering becomes the moniker of ap- 
plied science. Science becomes such 
a commanding ingredient of the so- 
cial scene that philosophy seeks ways 
to help men direct the forces and 
controls of Nature for mankind’s best 
interests. 

This thoughtful and humorous, at 
times, treatment of the great men 
and ideas of science in the last 300 
years breathes life into iv towers.

CATHOLICS IN’ AREA 


Archbishop Reports on 
Census—Figure 12 Pct. 
Above Estimate. 


There are 481,202 baptized 
Catholics in the St. Louis Arch- 
diocese, Archbishop Joseph E. 
Ritter reported yesterday at 


the eighth annual convention 


of the Archdiocesan Counci] of 
Catholic Men. 

The figure represents about 
35 per cent of the total popu- 
lation of the archdiocese, which 
includes the city of St. Louis 
and 10 surrounding counties, 
St. Louis, Jefferson, St. 
Charles, Lincoln, Washington, 
Franklin, Warren, Ste Gene- 
vieve, St. Francois and Perry. 

Archbishop Ritter gave 800 
delegates to the one-day con- 
vention a summary of the 
findings in a census conducted 
last September by the Council 
of Catholic Men. 

He said the 481,202 Catho- 
lics enumerated in the census 
exceed by 57,292, or 12 per 


' cent, the number estimated to 


have been living in the St. 
Louis Archdiocese a year ago, 

Of the total number of Cath- 
olics, about 194.700 are under 
21 years of age, the census 
showed. There are 22,670 Cath- 
olics of school age who do not 
attend Catholic schools, with 
about 13,380 receiving no reli- 
gious instruction whatsoever, 
the Archbishop said. The Arch- 
diocesan Yearbook for 1958 
lists 115,766 youngsters attend- 
ing Catholic schools.

AREA 
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NAZI SENTENCED! 


TO DEATH IN POLAND 


WARSAW, March 9 (AP)— 
Eric Koch was sentenced to 
death today for atrocities com- 
mitted while he was Nazi lead- 
er of east Poland and western 
Russia in World War II. 

The 64-year-old Nazi, who 
held cabinet rank in the days 
of Adolf Hitler, had been on 
trial since last Oct. 20. He de- 
nied his guilt and said he was 
not responsible for any of the 
232,000 deaths charged against 
him by the prosecution. 

Throngs tried to fight their 
way into the Warsaw provin- 
cial court to hear the verdict. 
The crush became so great that 
even the prosecutor could net 
get in until he provided proof 
of identity. 

The prosecutor also accused 
Koch of causing the deaths of 
4,000,000 persons in western 
Russia, but he was not spe- 
cifically tried here on ‘that 
charge. 

Koch was sentenced under 
terms of a decree of August 
1944 dealing with war crimes 
and crimes against humanity. 
The death penalty is mandatory 
for persons found guilty. 

The former gauleiter, inti- 
mate collaborator of Hitler, is 
the last of the Nazi leaders to 
be tried. He slumped in his 
chair today, a 95-pound shadow 
of his former self. 

Koch went underground after 
the Allied victory and was dis- 
covered in West Germany by 
British searchers in 1949. Fol- 
lowing an extradition hearing, 
he was handed over to the 
Poles for trial. Because of 
health problems, the trial was 
delayed almost 10 years. 

Court sources said Koch 
would appeal and appeal hear- 
ings would probably take an- 
other year.

Sarah Churchill’s Real-Life 


By United Press International. 


SARAH CHURCHILL, one of 
Britain’s leading actresses and 
daughter of Sir Winston, 
stepped out of the theater last 
week to play a drunk scene in 
a@ court room. 

The real life drama was 
played out quickly, but Miss 
Churchill was the star and she 
made the most of it. At 44, 
she looked to be in her late 
twenties. Her green eyes 
blazed and her hair shone cop- 
per in the courtroom light. 


She was carried in by four 
policemen; refused to speak 
until a matron handed her 
her shoes; and when asked 
her name, replied in the 
grand manner, “To your re- 


gret and my pride, Sarah 
Churchill.” 
It was ever thus for the 


Churchill family as regards the 
red-haired beauty. 

She was born in the midst 
of conflict—on Oct. 7, 1914, 
when her father, as First Lord 
of the Admiralty, bossed the 
British Navy during the first 
years of World War I. 


She grew up at Chartwell, 
the Churchill country estate, 
but moved to No. 11 Downing 
street at the age of 10 when 
her father became Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. Her play- 
mates were of royalty and her 
“uncles” were prime ministers. 
Her youth was spent in French 
finishing schools, debutante 
balls and teas at Buckingham 
Palace. 

But if her famous father 
could shape the life of all Eng- 
land, he could not shape that 
of his own daughter. 

Her first rebellion came 
when she was 19—when she 
started taking ballet and tap 
dancing seriously. 

At 21, she joined a chorus 
line—appearing in a touring 
musical, “Follow the Sun.” 
Charles Cochran, the producer 
of the show, denied he hired 
her because she was a Cabinet

minister’s daughter, He said 
he hired here for her looks. 

It was as an $11.20-a-week 
dancer that she met her first 
husband, comedian Vic Oliver. 
There was no great joy at 
Chartwell when she married 
Christmas day, 1936, but there 
was no formal objection either. 

From the chorus line Sarah 
graduated to straight dramatic 
roles and even appeared on 
London’s West End and in her 
first movies before World War 
II interrupted her acting career. 

She turned down two stage 
contracts that would have paid 
her $12,000 and joined the 
WAAF, women’s auxiliary of 
the Royal Air Force, becoming 
an intelligence officer.

I'VE BEEN SPENDING a couple of days with the 
eircus—the new, streamlined, no-tent circus. Well, the 
smells haven't changed, anyhow. As a matter of fact, a 
lot of things haven't changed—the camaraderie, the life at 
ns . close quarters, the back- 
stage card games, the 
bustle and movement and 
tinsel, the crowds, the 
clowns, the animals. 

It’s a great life—the 
circus. It must be or why 
would so many people be 
so hopelessly committed 
to it? Certainly not for 
the money. Those young 
ladies who dangle from 
the ropes in the big spec- 
tacular numbers and just

feathers and spangles in 
the parade numbers get 
a hundred bucks a week. 
Everything — their hotels 
and meals and clothes— 
has to come out of that. 
Everything except trans- 
portation.

Ringling Brothers cares.

A far cry from the old days when the circus 
train carried them all—elephants and high wire 
girls—from town to town; when they lived in circus 
wagons and ate circus-cooked meals. The circus 
was the last of the feudal domains—sufficient unto 
itself, each man doing his job in return for which 
was the absolute security of bed and board and 
companionship. Today, they’re in hotels and auto- 
mobiles—like the rest of us. A great step back- 
wards into the present. 


Why do they do it? I think danger has its own lure. 
Ask a circus man what is the most dangerous act, not only 
in this circus but in any of them and he will tell you it 
is the high wire act of Al Alanza. He walks up the wire 
on his toes doing his act without guy wires or net (except 
in New York where a net is required by law), and then 
skips rope. A compact little Englishman who seems to 
be one solid muscle, he worked for years on a low wire. 
The difference between the low and the high—same wire, 
same everything—is fear and that is a tremendous differ- 
ence in itself. “The day I moved the wire to 30 feet, I was 
terrified. It is a different psychology altogether when you 
are on the high wire anc your muscles behave differently.” 
It’s a wow of an act built of his fear and the fear of an 
audience. 

Wauhilla La Hay, the Indian maiden down here front- 
ing for Kenyon and Eckhardt, will never miss it. Wher- 
ever she is, when Al Alanza is introduced, she dashes to 
the arena muttering: “I can’t miss Alanza.” But once he 
leaves the ground, she buries her head in her arms and re- 
fuses to look up during his hazardous maneuvering on that 
wire. It’s a strange, strange attraction both for performer 


and audience, a communion of fear, not much different 


from the lure that brings the crowds to the bullfights in 
Spain. 

The word psychology takes quite a kicking around in 
a circus. I had a chat with Otto Griebling, the sadfaced 
clown, a veteran of 46 years of circus life: “I fight the 
audience. I don’t want laughs. When they laugh, I get 
angry and the angrier I get the more they laugh. It’s 
the psychology of the thing.” 

Griebling is an adult clown, whose stuff is aimed most- 
ly at grownups. “I do a little fine stuff,” he'll tell you in his 
German accent, using the word fine in the sense of finely- 
spun or small-grained. “You know with expressions. I go 
pretty aeep with clo. ning.” 


“We miss the big tent,” Jeanne Ferroni, the 
small, chunky trapeze artist told me. Jeanne’s 
been with the circus since babyhood and she’s 
known no other life. “My mother was a flyer. 
My father was a catcher. My aunt was a leaper. 
I never thought of being in the act, though. I was 
scared to death. Then one day I looked up and 
I don’t know what happened. Next thing I knew 
I was a flyer, too.” 


She and her Spanish husband, also with the circus, 
now travel from spot to spot in a trailer with their chil- 
dren, a little girl and boy. (The girl already likes to swing 
on bars.) 


“Until we got the trailer we lived in motels. Most 
of them do. It’s not like the old days when we lived under 
the big top. Then you got to know everyone. Everyone 
was always practicing and you got to know people. 
People don’t get to know one another like the old days. 
We don’t even get acquainted with the performers from 
Europe any more. I sure miss the big tent.”

DOME BUILDING: A new kind of lightweight, in- 
expensive structure—a dome-shaped affair based on geo- 
desic principles— now is being made for consumer use as 
boat or garden tool shelter, summer cabin, workshop, etc. 
Formed of 38 prefab frames covered with plywood faced 
with plastic, it can be bolted together quickly. For exam- 
ple, three men can have it up in six hours. Because of 
the geodesic design, the panels themselves support the 
structure so no beams and support columns are needed. 
The simple construction of the dome makes wiring, heat- 
ing and partitioning easy, too. With a diameter of 26 feet 
and height of 13 feet at the center, the structure provides 
485 square feet of floor space. Other models will be 
available later. 


ULTR&-CLEAN OIL FURNACE: What's said to be a 
radically new oil-burning furnace—smokeless, odorless and 
nearly noiseless—is being introduced, It’s said to provide 
greatly increased fuel combustion efficiency—enough to 
permit fuel savings of up to 33 per cent, and to eliminate 
soot deposits outside the house, and oil film deposits on 
walls and draperies inside.

Stevens, who got his party through. 


Although the Donner party 
gained fame and met dis- 
aster in the Donner pass, it 
was the Stevens party that 
pioneered that route through 
the Sierras—without the loss 
of a man. And the happy 
ending story of the Stevens 
is as instructive as the grue- 
some saga of the Donner 
Party. This vivid account, 
which is from “The Best 
From American Heritage,” is 
by a University of California 
professor who has written 
“U.S. Forty” and other non- 
fiction and fiction books,

THE DIFFERENCE between 
“an historical event” and “a 
dramatic event” is well illus- 
trated by the stories of the 
Stevens Party and the Donner 
Party. The former is histori- 
cally important, and the pio- 
neers who composed it brought 
the first wagons to California 
and discovered the pass across 
the Sierra Nevada that serves 
still as the chief route for rail- 
road, highway, telephone and 
airlines. The Donner Party, 
however, is of negligible im- 
portance historically, but the 
story has been told and retold, 
published and republished, be- 
cause of its dramatic details of 
starvation, cannibalism, mur- 
der, heroism and_ disaster. 
Against every American who 
knows of the one, a thousand 
must know of the other. As a 
kind of final irony, the pass 
discovered by the Stevens 
Party has come to be known 
as Donner Pass. 

Yet actually the two parties 
had much in common. They 
were groups of Middle West- 
erners, native and foreign- 
born, migrating to California. 
Both included women and chil- 
dren, and traveled overland in 
ox-drawn covered wagons. Over 
much of the way they followed 
the same route. Both were 
overtaken by winter, and faced 
their chief difficulties because 
of snow. Some of the Donner 
Party spent the winter in a 
cabin built by three members 
of the Stevens Party. 


The difference in the signifi- 
cance, however, springs from 
two differences in actuality. 
First, the Stevens Party set out 
in 1844, two years before the 
Donner Party; they were the 
trail breakers. Second, the 
Stevens Party was efficiently 
run, used good sense, had 
fairly good luck—in a word, 
was so successful that it got 
through without the loss of a 
single life, The Donner Party, 
roughly speaking, was just the 
opposite, and the upshot was 
the casualty list piled up to 42, 
almost half the total roster 
and nearly equaling the whole 
number of persons in the 
Stevens Party. The latter, inci- 
dentally, arrived in California 
more numerous by two than at 
the start because of babies 
born on the road. 


The Donner Party—to sum- 
marize briefly—was formed 
from family groups of other 
emigrant parties in July 1846, 
and set out by themselves from 
Little Sandy Creek, in what is 
now Wyoming, to reach Cali- 
fornia by the so-called Hastings 
Route. They lost much time, 
found the gateway to Californ- 
ia blocked by snow, built cabins 
to winter it out, and ran short 
of food, 


Soon they were snowed in 
deeply, and began to die of 
starvation. A few escaped 
across the mountains on im- 
provised snowshoes. Others 
were saved by the heroic 
work of rescue parties from 
the settlements in California. 
As the result of hardships the 
morale of the party degener- 


ated to the point of inhuman- 
ity, cannibalism, and possibly 
murder. Of 89 people—men, 
women, and children — in- 
volved with the misfortunes 
of the party, 47 survived, and 
42 perished. 


The Stevens Party left Coun- 
cil Bluffs, Ia., May 18, 1844. 
Before doing so, they per- 
formed what may well have 
been the act that contributed 
most to their final success — 
they elected Elisha Stevens to 
be their captain. 

He was an unusual enough 
sort of fellow—about 40 years 
old with a big hawk nose and 
a peaked head; strange-acting, 
too. He seemed friendly enough, 
but he was solitary, having his 
own wagon but neither chick 
nor chiki. Born in South Caro- 
lina, raised in Georgia, he had 
trapped in the Rockies for some 
years, then spent a while in 
Louisiana, and now finally he 
was off for California, though 
no one knows why. 

Perhaps there was something 
about him that marked him for 
the natural leader of men that 
he apparently was. His elec- 
tion seems to me one of those 
events giving rise to the excla- 
mation: “It makes you believe 
in democracy!” 

So they pushed off from the 
Missouri river that spring day, 
numbering 26 men, eight wo- 
men, and about 17 children. 
During the first part of the 
journey they traveled in com- 
pany with a larger party bound 
for Oregon. The swollen Elk- 
horn river blocked the way, but 
they emptied the wagons, fer- 
ried everything across in a Wa- 
terproofed wagon bed, swam 
the cattle, and kept ahead. 
They chased buffalo, saw their 
first wild Indians at Fort Lara- 
mie, At Independence Rock 
they halted a week to rest the 
oxen, “make meat” by hunting 
buffalo, and allow Helen Inde- 
pendence Miller to be born. 


They were the first to take 
wagons across the Green River 
Desert by what was later known 
as Sublette’s (or Greenwood’s) 
cutoff. On the cutoff they suf- 
fered from thirst, had their 
cattle stampede (but got them 
back) were scared by a Sioux 
war party (but had no real 
trouble). All this, of course, is 
mere routine for a covered 
‘wagon journey. 

At Fort Hall they separated 
from the Oregon party. At 
Raft River, 11 wagons in the 
line, they left the Oregon Trail, 
and headed south and west, 
following the wheel tracks of 
an emigrant party that Joe 
Walker, the famous mountain 
man, had tried to take to Cali- 
fornia the year before. Un- 
eventfully and monotonously 
they followed his trail all the 
way to Humboldt Sink, a mat- 
ter of 500 miles. Then, after 
careful scouting and on the ad- 
vice of an intelligent Paiute 
chief, whom they called Truc- 
ke, they decided to quit follow- 
ing Walker and strike west. 


From that point they were 
on their own, making history 
by breaking trail for the 
Forty-niners, the Central Pa- 
cific, and U.S. 40. They 
made it across the Forty- 
Mile Desert with less trou- 
ble than might have been 
expected, considering that 
they were the first. Even so, 
the crossing took 48 hours, 
and the oxen were thirst- 
crazed by the time they ap- 
proached the cottonwoods, 
marking the line of a stream. 
The men of the party, with 
their usual good sense, un- 
yoked the oxen some dis- 
tance from the stream to 
prevent them from scenting 
water while still attached to 
the wagons and stampeding 
toward it. 


Finally they came to where 
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The Donner party struggles through the pass in the Sierra Nevadas that was later 
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to bear their name, fighting blizzards, starvation and their own weak leadership. Two 
years before the well-publicized Donners set out in 1846 for California, the Stevens 
party had already made the trip without losing a life. 


the river forked. Which way to 
go? They held “a _ consulta- 
tion,” which must have been 
close to a council of despera- 
tion. It was past the middle of 
November—snow two feet 
deep now, high mountain crags 
in view ahead, oxen footsore 
and gaunt, food low, women- 
folks getting scared. But they 
were good men and stanch. 
Stevens or some other, or all 
of them together, worked out 
the plan, and it came out in 
the end as what we would call 
today a calculated risk, with 
a certain hedging of the bets. 
Leave five wagons below the 
pass at what is now called 
Donner Lake, and three young 
men with them, volunteers, to 
build a cabin and guard the 
wagons and goods through the 
winter. Take six wagons ahead 
over the pass, and with them 
the main body including all 
the mothers and children. Up 
the other fork of the riyer, 
send a party of two women 
and four men, all young, well- 
mounted and well armed, pre- 
pared to travel light and fast 
and live off the country. Un- 
encumberéd they can certainly 
make it through somewhere. 
So Captain Stevens and the 
main body took the six wagons 
ahead to the west, and with 
a heave and a ho, in spite of 
sheer. granite ledges and ever- 
deepening snow, they hoisted 
those wagons up the pass, 
which is really not a pass so 


much as the face of a moun- 
tain. 
Beyond the pass, they got 


snowed in, but by that time 
they were over the worst. On 
Yuba river they built a cabin 
to winter it out, and Elizabeth 
Yuba Murphy was born there. 
Eventually all of them, includ- 
ing E.Y.M., together with the 
wagons, got safely through to 
Sutter's. 

As for the light, cavalry unit 
that took the other fork, they 
went up the stream, were the 
first white people of record to 
stand on the shore of Lake 
Tahoe, then turned west across 
the mountains. 
hardship, but got through. 

That brings everybody 
except the three young men 
who were with the wagons at 
the lake. They had built them- 
selves a cabin, and were just 
settling down to enjoy a pleas- 
ant winter of hunting in the 
woods when snow started fall- 
ing. Before long the cabin was 
up to the eaves, all game had 
disappeared. The three were 
left with two starving cows, 
that they slaughtered, but they 
themselves were soon close to 
starving. They decided to get 
out of there fast, and so manu- 
factured themselves crude 
snowshoes. 

One morning they set out— 
each with 10 pounds of dried 
beef, rifle and ammunition, and 
two blankets. The snow was 
light and powdery, 10 feet 
deep. The improvised snow- 


shoes were heavy and clumsy, 
and exhausting to use. By eve- 
ning,

the summit of the pass, but 
young Moses Schallenberger, a 
mere gawky lad of 17, was sick 
and exhausted. 

Rather than impede his com- 
panions, he said goodby and 
turned back—with no expecta- 
tion but death. The two others 
went on, and reached Sutter's 
Fort. 

All in now but Moses Schal- 
lenberger! He had barely man- 
aged to make it back, collaps- 
ing at the very cabin. 


Next day he set traps, and 
during the night caught a 
coyote. He tried eating it, 
but found the flesh revolting. 
Still, he managed to live on 
that meat for three days, and 
then found two foxes in the 
traps. To his delight, the fox 
meat was delicious. This was 
about the middle of Decem- 
ber. From then on, he man- 
aged to trap foxes and coy- 
otes. He lived on the former, 
and hung the latter up to 
freeze, always fearing that 
he would have to eat another 
one, but keeping them as a 
reserve. 


Alone in the snow-buried 
cabin, through the dim days 
and long nights of mid-winter, 
week after week, assailed by 
fierce storms, often despairing 
of his life, he suffered from 
deep depression. Fortunately 
he found some books. The two 
works that he later mentioned 
as having poured over were the 
poems of Byron, and (God save 
the mark!) the letters of Lord 
Chesterfield. 

Then one evening a little be- 
fore sunset, he suddenly saw 
someone approaching. At first 
he imagined it to be an Indian, 
but then he recognized his old 
comrade Dennis Martin of the 
main body, returning to rescue 
him. 

Martin had lived for some 
years in Canada, and was an 


expert on snowshoes. He made 
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a good pair for Schallenberger, 
and taught him their use. Thus 
aided, the lad made it over the 
pass without great difficulty. 
The last one was through! 


When I drive past the mas- 
sive bronze statue of the Don- 
ner Memorial and up over the 
pass, I think of these folks who 
endured and struggled, and 
died or lived, to produce what 
may be called the story of 
stories, of the American fron- 
tier.

West can save the over- 
trick by discarding a club on 
the spade jack. Now declarer 
runs three club tricks, but 
West on the last club safely 
throws the high heart (since 
South can’t reach his hand), 
and takes the last trick with 
the king of diamonds.

Colorful Vistas in California 


By Leonard Hall 


VICTORIA, B. C. 

THE GREAT central valley 
of California is drained by two 
rivers and forms what is one 
of the richest agricultural 
areas in the world. Down out 
of the Sierras flows the San 
Joaquin which then turns 
northward past Fresno, Mo- 
desto, Stockton and _ Lodi. 
Southward from the high coun- 
try of Mt. Shasta and Lassen 
National Park come the Sac- 
ramento and Feather rivers; 
and here have grown up the 
prosperous cities of Red Bluff, 
Chico, Marysville and Sacra- 
mento, which is the capital of 
the state. Just east of San 
Francisco the rivers join and 
flow into San Francisco bay. 

A list of the agricultural 
products of the area which 
covers some 15,000 square 
miles would take in most of 
those raised in the United 
States. Perhaps a better way 
would be to mention only those 
which are especially notable. 
In the Lodi community, for 
example, are produced 95 per 
cent of the Tokay grapes of 
the world, and the area as a 
whole turns out the majority 
of all America’s wine and 
raisin grapes. 

Chico is the center of a 
huge almond growing indus- 
try. although almonds are 
raised all the way to Bak- 
ersfield, 300 miles to the 
south. Here also are pro- 
duced filberts and English 
walnuts, the trees of the lat- 
ter species always showing 
the interesting graft which 
is made onto a black walnut 
and is some two or three 
feet above the ground, 
Peaches, apples, plums, 
prunes, olives and even cit- 
rus fruits are raised, as well 
as grain and many vegetable 
crops. Sheep, beef cattle, 
poultry and dairying make 
up the livestock industry. 

We enjoyed especially our 
visit to Chico, up near the 
head of the valley, where our 
hosts were Clifford Roberts 
and his wife. This is a delight- 
ful town: clean and wel) laid 
out, with a beautiful park cre- 
ated by an early settler and 
protected by his will from ex- 
ploitation or any use other 
than recreation. Distant moun- 
tains rise to east and west— 
and countless waterfowl! winter 
in the low-lying lands along 
the Feather and Sacramento 
rivers. As we left Chico in 
early morning to drive down 
to Lodi, we had a thrilling ex- 
perience. Coming across a 
great plain with the land ris- 
ing on the east to flat-topped 
buttes where cattle grazed. I 
suddenly saw two large white 
birds winging low above our 
heads, We quickly pulled off 
to the shoulder of the road. 
focused the binoculars and 
identified a pair of whistling 
swans. These beautiful birds 
have a 60-inch wing spread, 
twice that of the snow goose. 
and fly with long necks fully 


The history of Marysville is 
tied up with that of gold-min- 


ing in California. Not far from 
here was discovered in 1848 
the gold which started the 
1849 Gold Rush and, incident- 
ally, destroyed the prosperous 
and peaceful farming and trad- 
ing enterprises of Capt. John 
Sutter whose Sutter's Fort 
eventually became Sacramento. 
At Marysville and nearby Yuba 
City the big gold dredges still 


operate. The largest is in 
Hammonton where a floating 
dredge with a continuous buck- 
et line brings up huge loads 
of material from 125 feet be- 
low the surface. 


Our next lecturing teritory 
lay far to the north in Oregon, 
Washington and the coast cities 
of British Columbia and we 
took off from Chico an a 
showery Sunday morning. Soon 
the road started to climb and 
by noon we had passed through 
the little resort town of Duns- 
muir which lies almost at the 
foot of Mt. Shasta.

extended. They nest far to the

Mrs. Roosevelt Going Abroad 

MRS. ROOSEVELT will fly to the Middle East Wednes- 
day to begin a month-long tour that will take her to two 
key countries of that troubled area—Iran and Israel—as 
well as to Parts and London. Her present itinerary calls 
for a one-day stopover in Rome, a four-day visit with her 
daughter Anna in Isfahan, Iran, where the latter's husband 
is now stationed, followed by four days in the capital city 
of Teheran and six days in Israel. She will be in the Holy 
Land during Easter week. 

As on her many past trips abroad, Mrs. Roosevelt will 
cable her on-the-spot impressions for daily publication in 
her column. To insure against any unforeseen delays in 
her travels or in the cabled dispatches, however, her first 
columns from abroad will not start appearing until early 
in the week of March 16. , 

On her way home from Tel Aviv, she will spend five 
days in Paris, followed by almost a full week in London, 
As a former United States delegate to the United Nations, 
and a currently active member of the A.A.U.N* she will be 
meeting and discussing international affairs with both old 
and new friends and fellow-diplomats in all the countries 
she will visit.
